"Be it known that OPERAPHONE CO., 
INC, a corporation duly organized undei 
the laws of the State of New York, and lo- 
cated and doing business at Creek and 
Meadow Streets, borough and county of 
Queens, city and State of New York, has 
adopted and used the trade* mark shown in 
the accompanying drawing, for a phono- 
graphic instrument and records. . . . The 
trade mark has been continuously used in the 
business of said corporation since the lit day 
of March, 1915." 

Thus begins the application of Opera- 
phone Co,, Inc., to the U. S. Patent Office 
for registration of its trademark. Opera- 
phone, filed September 1 3th, 1919 for the 
company by John Fletcher, vice president. 
And from 1915 to the end of 1923 a stream 
of records emerged on labels pressed at the 
plant at Creek and Meadow Streets, Long e. 
Island City, Queens, New York, and other f ! 
labels which drew from same. 

Operaphont appears to have dealt only in 
5, V, and perhaps 9 inch vertical discs until 
September 1919, when the first advertise- 
ments for 10 inch discs appear. This seems 
to coincide with the filing of their trade-mark 
application. They had a number of series in- 
cluding 21100, 31100, 41100, 51100, 71100, 
and 81 100. The last release so far traced, and 
presumably the final one, is December 1920. 

The next step in our story is the transfer 
of plant and masters from first to second 
owner. In 1919 the Remington Phonograph 
Corp. was organized in Philadelphia and in 
1920 they moved to New York, Remington 
was a manufacturer of phonographs and had 
a plant in Brooklyn. In March 1921 we find 
that the Olympic Disc Record Corp, is in- 
corporated in Maryland with New York of- 
fice at 1666 Broadway (the same address at 
Remington) with stock controlled by Rem- 
ington Phonograph Corp. Wc also learn that 
the Olympic Company was formed through 
the purchase of matrices and equipment from 
the former Opera phone Co. at Long Island

stage In 1920. He completed his lust 
work, a revision of an earlier composi- 
tion called "Sarasateana/' in Novem- 
ber 1984, 

Mr. Zimbalist was born in Rostov-on- 
Don, Russia, in April 1B90; due to the 
re-ordering of the Russian calender 
and the destruction of official records 
during the revolution, he was unable to 
ascertain the exact date. Ho believed 
his surname was derived from a Hun- 
garian ancestor who played the gypsy 
cimbalon. 

Ho began his violin studies with his 
father, Aaron Zimbalist, who con- 
ducted the orchestra of the Rostov 
Opera; by the age of 9, he was a mem- 
ber of this orchestra. In 1901, he en- 
tered the St. Petersburg Conservatory, 
where he began working with Auer, 
and also studied composition with 
Nicolal Rlmsky-Kor$akov, He received 
the conservatory's gold medal and the 
Anton Rubinstein prize of 1,200 rubles 
upon his graduation In 1907. In the 
same year, he made his debuts in Ber- 
lin and London; In 1910. he played the 
Tchaikovsky violin concerto at the 
Leipzig Gewandhaus under the direc- 
tion of Arthur Nikisch. 

Hrst U.S. Tour in 1*11 
During his first American lour in 
J 911, Mr. Zimbalist met the Metropoli- 
tan Opera soprano Alma Gluek on a 
ferry to New Jersey. They were mar- 
ried three years later, after a courtship 
during which Mr, Zimbalisl followed 
the soprano back and forth to Europe a 
dozen times. He toured in Joint recital 
with his wife until her retirement in 
1025, Miss Cluck died in 1938; In 1943, 
Mr. Zimbalist married Mary Louis 
Curtis Bok, the widow of Edward W. 
Uok, and the founder of the Curtis Insti- 
tute. 

Three years after Mr. Zlmbalist's 
farewell recital, he returned to the 
stage to give the premiere perform- 
ance of Gian Carlo Menotti's Violin 
Concerto, which was dedicated to him. 
Ho played SeelhOvorVs Violin Concerto 
with the Philadelphia Orchestra as late 
as 1955, and served on the jury of the 
Tchaikovsky competition in Moscow in 
1962 and 19(36. He continued lo practice 
the violin for a half hour every day until 
a few months before his death. 

Mr. Zimbalist was of medium stat- 
ure, with a thatch of snow-while hair. 
An inveterate collector, he once owned 
20 rare violins and what a writer de- 
scribed In 1940 as the "finest existing 
collection of Chinese snuffboxes," 
Recorded Prolifleatly 
He lived in Philadelphia until the 
death of his second wife in 1970, then 
moved to Nevada to reside with his 
daughter, Mrs. Henry F. lienuett Jr. 

During the first part of his career, 
Mr. Zimbalist recorded prohfically 
several of his early Victor records have 
recently been reissued by Japanese 
RCA. With his friend Fritz Krelsler, 
Mr. Zimbalist made the first recording 
of Bach's Concerto for Two Violins in D 
minor in 1915; ft gracious, leisurely 
performance, it was named by Krelsler 
many years later when ennumerating 
his favorite records. 

Mr, Zimbalist is survived by one son, 
the actor Efrem Zimbalist Jr. : a step- 
daughter, the wiiter Marcia Daven- 
port; five grandchildren, Including the 
actress Stephanie Zimbalist, and seven 
great -grandchildren.

§ The death of Efrem Zimbalist on February 2.2, I985 
i^vqa not only a loss to the world of music but will be 
Especially felt by record collectors. Efrem Zimbalist, 
If together with Fritz Krelsler, made what was apparently 
Sthe very first recording of a complete violin concerto 
ton January l\. t 19^5* It was the Bach Concerto for Two 
%iolina» The recording (first issued on three single- 
Ssided 30 cm. discs) was slightly cut, but it did contain 
■fall three movements. Many years later Fritz Krelsler 
Inamed it as one of his favorite recordings, Krelsler and 
%imbalist were accompanied by a string quartet. Pre- 
^sumebly Zimbalist played the second violin part which 
ISwould have allowed him to set the tempo of the first 
Movement* Although not so credited on the label, the 
Ssecond violinist in the Bach is in effect the conductor, 

l ; Usually the Bach Double Concerto Is accompanied 
Nowadays by a small string orchestra. Although the string 
vlquartet accompaniment on the Kreisler-Zimbalist recording 
^|nay seem rather thin, I actually heard a performance of

% Most of Zimbalist* s recordings date from the acous- 

tical era when he seems to have enjoyed his greatest

Iwere made for Victor, and soon after the electrical era 
Ibegan he switched to Columbia, He does not seem to have 
Jnade recordings after the mid- 1930s, It is astonishing 
:|to learn that he seems never to have recorded a solo 
|soncerto and only two complete violin sonatas, the

I In the 1930s, while in Japan, he recorded the 
fteethoven Romance, Op* 1+0 with the Japan Broadcasting 
Symphony Orchestra, It was issued on U. S. Columbia but 
;|s apparently very uncommon. I won my copy about fifteen 
fears ago in a Record Research auction^ and I We never 
§een another copy turn up in an auction list since. I 
Sad not played the record for several years, but not long 
kfter Mr. Zimbalist's death I unearthed it, The record 
Iras not so bad as I had remembered it, Zimbalist himself 
Eleys well, a conductor b^ the name of Nikolai Shifer- 
platt officiates over it, but two horn players succeed in 
fblowing more clams than a Maine chowder. They are not in

f It should be added that the Japan Broadcasting 
Symphony, now usually known as the NHK Symphony Orches- 
tra, has made enormous strides since that recording was 
l^isde. It is apparently the only active symphony orches- 
tra in Japan that was founded before the Second World 
^ar. I know nothing about the conductor, Shiferblatt, 
£ut assume he was a Russian who had fled his homeland 
'during or after the revolution. A large number of 
Russian emigrees settled in Japan. 

The reason I was so surprised that Zimbalist had 
hot apparently recorded any concerti was that he had 
^ntroduoed two important American violin concert!, those 
by Samuel Barber and Gian Carlo Menotti* It is sad that 
he did not record either of them, The Menotti was re- 
corded by Toasy Splvakovsky with the Boston Symphony 
Under Charles Munch and is today a quite rare LP. Loul 
Kaufman made the first recording of the Barber, and 
Several other violinists, including Isaac Stern, have 
recorded it since then, 

Zimbalist fell heir to the Barber. The work had 
been commissioned by a wealthy Phlladelphian who was 
sponsoring the career of a violinist and wished to have 
a concerto written for the young man, Sam Barber had 
accepted the generous commission and set to work on It* 
Barber delivered the work a movement at a time. After 
he saw the second movement the violinist protested that 
£here was not enough pyrotechnic display in the work. 
Barber assured him that the final movement would give 
bhe violinist ample opportunity to show off his skills. 

k When the last movement of the Barber Concerto came 
to him the young violinist nearly had kittens. A moto 

Berpetual" movement, it was pronounced by the young v lo- 
in 1st as "unplayable," and the rich Phlladelphian 
ranted his money back, But by then Barber had spent the 



commission. Consequently, the first performance fell to 
Zimbalist who contrived to play the unplayable third move- 
ment as have several other violinists since, That so 
many violinists have performed the Barber may tell us 
something about the young vuolinist for whom the concerto 
was intended. 

The New York Times obituary of Efrem Zimbalist, 
written by Tim Page, gives the violinist* s birth date as 
I890 whereas most sources list the year as 1889, Accord- 
ing to Page, Zimbalist was unable to establish his exact 
natal day because the official records were lost during 
the Russian revolution^ Furthermore, pre-revolutionarj 
Russia was still on the Julian calendar. Since the first 
day of the year on the Julian calendar is March 25* and 
because the Julian calendar fails to account for a leap 
year day, Mr, Page apparently thought that Zimbalist »s 
birthdate, sometime in April, must have taken place be- 
tween January 1 and March 25> according to the Gregorian, 
therefore making I89O the correct natal year. However, 
the usual birthdate given for Zimbalist is April 9, 
which should still have been I889 rather than 1890. So 
I have chosen to stick with I889 as the correct year, 

Efrem Zimbalist had supposed that his name had come 
from a Hungarian ancestor who had played the cimbalom, 
Whether true or not, the family has always been heavily 
involved in music and the arts. His father, Alexander 
Zimbalist was concertmaster of the Rostov Opera Orchestra 
and Efrem' s first teacher. Young Zimbalist was sent to 
st. Petersburg in 1901 to study with Leopold Auer where 
he won the gold medal and the Rubinstein scholarship. He 
studied composition there with Nikolai Rimsky-Korsakov. 

Graduating In 190? , Zimbalist made his Berlin debut 
that year playing the Brahms Concerto and had his initial 
London recital in December of that year. He played the 
Tchaikovsky Concerto at Leipzig with the Gewandhaus 
Orchestra under Arthur Nikisch in 1910 and in the follow- 
year he made his London Philharmonic debut with a con- 
ductor who was also appearing with the orchestra for the 
first time, Leopold Stokowski. Zimbalist played the 
Glazounov Concerto for that performance, but sixty years 
later when Stokowski celebrated the anniversary of his 
LPO debut by repeating the I9H program another violinist 
had to play the Glazounov. 

A few months later Zimbalist made his U, S. debut, 
again with the Glazounov Concerto, its first performance 
In the U, S, That was with the Boston Symphony Orchestra* 
He was instantly successful, and perhaps his success was 
abetted by his courtship of the soprano Alma Gluck, who 
was then divorced, Zimbalist courted her across two 
continents, undoubtedly giving the newspapers much copy. 
Eventually they were married in London, June, 19lij., 

Alma Gluck was a top Red Seal afltiat at the time and 
may have persuaded Victor (if persuasion was necessary) 
to record Zimbalist, At any rate, the couple made many 
recordings together including some in which Zimbalist 
accompanied his wife on the piano. Like Frit a Krelsler, 
Zimbalist was a very good pianist.
